VERY once in a while people will ask "Do you really think 


('oiiHiimption can be cured?"; and then, when they are told 
that. thouNands of cases all over the world bear witness to 
the fact of the curability, of this disease, they wonder why 


heir several fritujs and relatives, .who died with tuberculosis, wero 
iot cured. 


Tubm-culoiit it curable, but not •rtryoao if cared, and not 


everyone can be cured.* The chief reason why more consumptives 
.re not cured is because they have waited too long before they 
iceded the warning danger signals of the disease, or because some 
loctor to whom they went did not recognize this deadly plague.. In 
U early stages, consumption can be cured, and the patient can gen- 
rally resume his normal life within a period ranging from six 
lonths to two years, depending on circumstances. As high a pcr- 
tntage of actual recoveries from tuberculosis may be found in 
cully early cases who follow the right course of treatment as in 
Imost any other infectious disease. 


What, then, ia the right course of treatment? Thia article can- 


ot prescribe for individual cases, but it can and will tell what are 
lie essentials in taking the cure for tuberculosis. 
first of all, there is a good doctor on whom you can rely and j 


whose advice and inspiration is most valuable to you. - He will not' 
give:you mueh medicine, because there isn't any drag:;or"'*«»«"1 
liat lie can prescribe that will do more than to relieve some imme- I 
iate symptoms, such as constipation, cough, headache, etc. If 
our doctor begins to talk of a "marvelous remedy" which will cure 
ou, it is time you looked for another physician. That man ia 
tore than likely a quack and is simply after your money. There ia 
10 sure or quick "cure" or remedy for tuberculosis that you can 
>uy at a drugstore or that a doctor nan give you. 


The second essential in the can of tnborculoete ia fnah' air. To 


he healty person the best tonic is fresh air at work, at play, and 
luring sleep. To thn consumptive, however, air ia medicine, fie 
nust take it in as large doses as he can, the more the better. II 
nay not be easy for one who has been accustomed to indoor work 
o sleep and live outdoors, but. since fresh air ia vital, he must aocua- 
om himself to being outside all he can. At sanatoria for the trcat- 
nent oft uhcrvnlosis, pnt ients are o^t of doors on porches or elsewhere 
ilinost all the time. If one is at home, he can with a little ingenuity 
irrangn devices for outdoor sleeping and sitting. The National 
luberculosm Association, 105 East 22nd Street, New York, will 
send free of charge to anyone a booklet entitled: "Directions for 
jiving and Sleeping in the Open Air."

* The next ettential in the enre of tuberculosis to rest. Like fresh 


nir, rest must be taken as a medicine by the consumptime. Thf 
•eason for rest is evident, when you stop to think the way th» 
crniH of tuberculosis work. As they destroy the tissues of the lungs 
r other parts of the body, they make a wound or a cavity. This 
wound, like a cut on your finger, will not heal if it is being opened 
all the time. To keep the lungs as i|uiet as possible, rest in bed, or 
n a reclining chair is absolutely necessary. The dose of rest 'yon 
take will depend on your doctor's advice. He will tell you wh«n yon 
ran get. out of bed and when you can exercise and how mueh. But 
first and foremost yon mutt learn to rest, in order to give the lungs 
a chanee to heal.

Betides a food doctor, frash air and rest, tho curt for tubercu- 


losis require* good, wholesome food. 
In normal health, food of 


the right kind Is very necessary, but in tuberculosis it is doubly ira- 
fiortant. Food is the fuel which heats the body and gives it its 
energy or you might almost say "steam." In tuberculosis one 
must pay special attention to food, because he has to provide fuel 
not only for the ordinary functions of the body, but he must pro- 
vide an additional supply to meet the .waste and damage done by the 
germs of the disease. This doesn't mean that you must be continu- 
ally stuffing yourself, for if you do that you will upset your stomach, 
towels, and liver, and you, will counteract all the good the food 
might do. Neither does it mean that yon must eat just one or two 
kinds of food, such as milk and eggs, which some people think are 
* ewe for tuberculosis. They arc excellent, foods for people who 
van eat and digest them readily, and every consumptive should try 
lo acquire an appetite for them. Hut meat and potatoes and bread 
:md butter and good vegetables and almost any other nourishing, 
wholesome food in plenty'of variety are needed also. Don't rely- 
on tid-bits and aweeta, hut stoke yonr body furnace with food-fuel 
that will keep it ninning ra the best possible order. Yonr doctor is 
the best one to advise on foods. 


And, Anally, a bit eaantlal in the cure of tubtrcnloiU nay bo 


lammed up in thwo wordt: "Dont worry." Keep a hopeful state 
of mind. If yon give up and say "It's no use," you will never get 
well, no matter how patiently you follow the other essentials of 
a cure. Getting well depends for the most part on you. Backbone, 
kopofulneai and oourafo wffl do awn for you than aO tte docton 
tatha world.

oints or other parts of the body which are the seat of ulcerating 
ubcrculosis. 


(4) In a few extremely rare instance* th* infection i*
